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REPORT  OF

Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department 
of  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1967.  The 
reports  of  the  separate  Branches  cover  the  calendar  year  1967;  the  revenue 
of  the  Department  is  shown  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  1967, 
together  with  comparative  figures  for  the  two  preceding  fiscal  years. 

The  total  revenue  of  the  Department  in  the  fiscal  year  1966/67  am¬ 
ounted  to  $52,270,356.98,  an  increase  of  $4,010,013.91  from  the  previous 
year  or  8.3%.  Approximately  three-quarters  of  this  increased  revenue  derived 
from  an  increase  of  $2,917,755.22  in  the  yield  from  fuel  oil  tax. 

The  revenue  of  the  Amusements  Branch  increased  by  10.5%,  the 
Companies  Branch  by  7.7%,  the  Cultural  Development  Branch  by  7.1  %,  the 
Fuel  Oil  Tax  Branch  by  6.8%,  the  Insurance  Branch  by  9.9%  and  the  Jubilee 
Auditoria  by  4.8%.  Fire  Prevention  Branch  revenue  declined  by  3.2%. 

The  Agent  General,  this  Province's  representative  at  Alberta  House 
in  London,  England,  continues  to  perform  a  valuable  service  for  the  province 
in  the  areas  of  publicity  and  public  relations.  He  reports  that  during  1967 
there  were  more  enquiries  than  in  the  previous  year  from  those  interested 
in  emigrating  to  Alberta.  This  increase  was  particularly  noticeable  in  the 
period  immediately  following  the  announcement  of  the  devaluation  of  the 
pound  sterling.  There  was  also  a  significant  increase  in  those  planning  to 
visit  the  province.  As  might  be  expected,  there  were  fewer  people  than  usual 
visiting  the  United  Kingdom  during  Centennial  Year  and  this  was  reflected 
in  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  enquiries  received  from  such  people  at 
Alberta  House. 

The  Amusements  Branch  activities  include  the  censorship  of  motion 
pictures  by  the  Board  of  Censors,  the  inspection  of  places  of  amusement 
to  ensure  that  regulations  in  respect  of  public  safety  are  carried  out,  the 
licensing  of  places  of  amusement  and  the  collection  of  pari  mutuel  tax. 
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During  the  1967  calendar  year  there  was  a  decrease  of  7.3%  in  the 
total  number  of  films  in  the  35mm.  and  70mm.  categories  reviewed  by  the 
Board  of  Censors  and  a  decrease  of  27.3%  in  the  number  of  16mm.  films 
reviewed.  The  Board  made  31  cuts  from  1  1  pictures  in  the  35mm.  and  70mm. 
category  and  18  cuts  from  6  pictures  in  the  16mm.  category.  Three  pictures 
were  rejected  by  the  Board.  On  appeal,  two  of  these  decisions  were  upheld 
and  in  the  third  case  the  decision  is  pending. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  Branch  carried  through  a  very  intensive  program  of  Centennial  Year 
activities  and  promoted  and  encouraged  on  every  hand  the  participation  and 
enthusiasm  of  all  our  citizens  for  this  memorable  year  of  celebration.  Even 
though  the  Centennial  Year  is  passed,  some  projects  under  the  Federal-Prov¬ 
incial  Centennial  Grants  program  are  not  yet  completed,  and  it  has  been 
necessary,  consequently,  to  budget  for  a  carryover  of  some  centennial  funds 
into  the  next  fiscal  year.  A  full  report  of  Centennial  Year  activities,  to  be  con¬ 
tained  in  several  volumes,  is  now  virtually  complete  and  will  be  placed  in  the 
Provincial  Archives. 

The  Registrar  of  Companies  is  the  official  charged  under  a  number 
of  statutes  with  the  responsibility  for  the  incorporation  and  registration  of 
companies,  societies,  associations,  etc.  The  statutes  involved  are  the  compan¬ 
ies  Act,  The  Cemetery  Companies  Act,  The  Religious  Societies  Lands  Act, 
The  Societies  Act,  The  Credit  Union  Act  and  The  Cooperative  Associations 
Act.  As  a  result  of  activities  during  1967  the  total  of  Alberta  companies 
incorporated  increased  from  26,310  to  28,127  while  extra  provincial  compan¬ 
ies  increased  from  3,647  to  3,  769. 

The  Cultural  Development  Branch  continued  its  program  in  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  Year  of  encouraging  the  appreciation  of  and  participation  in  the  Arts 
by  a  growing  number  of  our  citizens.  Substantial  assistance  is  given  to  Per¬ 
forming  Art  groups  and  to  private  organizations  whose  aims  are  to  promote 
and  develop  the  Arts.  Scholarships  are  given  to  individual  performers  and 
instruction  is  given  to  groups  of  leaders  and  performers  on  both  the  provincial 
and  regional  levels.  As  a  special  Centennial  Year  program  competitions  were 
conducted  in  musical  composition  and  in  playwriting  and  attracted  a  great 
deal  of  interest  and  participation.  A  program  of  Performing  Art  Tours  through¬ 
out  the  province  was  initiated  and  resulted  in  many  of  our  citizens  witnessing 
in  their  own  communities  for  the  first  time  performances  of  the  highest 
calibre  available  in  the  province.  The  Branch  also  provided  much  of  the 
administrative  organization  in  the  province  for  the  highly  successful  Festival 
Canada  program. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  has  the  responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of 
all  laws  of  the  Province  and  their  regulations  relating  to  fire  prevention.  His 
office  directs  and  encourages  fire  prevention  measures,  instructs  in  fire  pre¬ 
vention  methods,  carries  out  investigations  of  incendiary  and  suspected  in¬ 
cendiary  fires,  compiles  fire  loss  statistics  and  conducts  a  public  educational 
program  of  fire  prevention  and  fire  protection.  I  regret  to  report  that  the 
figures  for  the  year  1967  show  an  increase  both  in  loss  of  life  and  in  loss  of 
property  as  compared  with  the  previous  calendar  year.  The  property  loss  in 
1967  was  over  fourteen  and  a  half  million  dollars  as  compared  with  approxim¬ 
ately  twelve  million  dollars  in  1966.  This  amounts  to  a  per  capita  loss  in  the 
Province  of  $9.66  as  compared  with  $8.20  for  the  previous  year.  There  were 
58  deaths  due  to  fire  in  1967  as  compared  with  39  in  the  previous  year. 
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During  the  year  the  inspectors  of  the  Branch  carried  out  2,594  indiv¬ 
idual  inspections  of  buildings  such  as  hospitals,  schools,  nurseries,  fuel  oil 
warehouses  and  industrial  buildings.  The  Branch  inspectors  made  242  invest¬ 
igations  into  fires  and  there  were  44  charges  laid  against  persons  for  arson 
and  allied  offences. 


The  Branch  operates,  as  a  part  of  its  fire  protection  instruction  pro¬ 
gram,  a  Fire  Officers  Training  School  at  the  Vermilion  School  of  Agriculture 
In  1967  five  courses  were  run  and  133  persons  received  instruction.  A  new 
Training  Tower  for  use  by  the  Fire  Training  School  was  completed  and  put 
into  operation  last  year. 

The  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  responsible  for  licensing  insur¬ 
ance  companies,  agents  and  adjusters,  for  taxing  insurance  companies  and  for 
generally  regulating  the  insurance  business,  pursuant  to  the  Alberta  Insurance 
Act  and  The  Alberta  Insurance  Corporations  Tax  Act;  and  as  Commissioner  of 
Real  Estate  he  is  also  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  real  estate  agents  and 
salesmen  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  real  estate  business  under  The  Real 
Estate  Agents  Licensing  Act.  Albertans  paid  $180,326,679  in  insurance 
premiums  to  the  346  insurers  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  province  during 
the  year  1966,  (the  last  year  for  which  figures  are  presently  available)  which 
represents  an  increase  in  business  over  the  1965  figure  of  8.6%. 

The  estimated  amount  of  insurance  premium  tax  to  be  collected  (being 
a  tax  of  2%  on  premiums  for  all  classes  of  insurance  written  in  the  Province) 
for  the  calendar  year  1967  will  amount  to  $3,605,000.  an  estimated  increase 
of  8.9%  over  the  previous  year. 

The  two  Jubilee  Auditoria  are  administered  by  a  Management 
Committee  appointed  by  Order  in  Council  and  consisting  of  the  Deputy  Prov¬ 
incial  Secretary  as  Chairman  and  four  other  members.  There  was  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  use  to  which  these  buildings  were  put  during  the  year  1967 
with  a  total  of  1,252,697.  individuals  attending  functions  in  the  two  buildings 
as  compared  with  1,044,183  in  the  previous  year. 

The  culmination  of  many  years  of  planning  and  intensive  activity 
was  reached  in  December  of  1967  with  the  official  opening  of  the  Provincial 
Museum  and  Archives  of  Alberta.  The  purpose  of  this  major  new  cultural 
endeavour  is  to  collect  and  preserve  significant  specimens,  artifacts  and  doc¬ 
uments  related  to  Alberta's  human  and  natural  history  and  to  disseminate 
knowledge  of  these  matters  through  exhibitions,  research  and  educational 
programs.  The  response  of  the  public  to  the  new  building  and  its  displays  has 
been  very  gratifying. 

The  Public  Relations  Branch  was  particularily  active  during  Centennial 
Year.  Government  hospitality  to  national  and  international  conventions  and 
meetings  reached  an  all-time  high.  Visitors  to  the  Legislative  Building  during 
the  year  totalled  56,000,  up  20,000  from  the  previous  year,  with  the  Branch 
supervising  guided  tours  for  most  of  these  visitors.  The  visits  of  many  Heads 
of  States  to  the  province  during  the  year  involved  the  Director  of  the  Branch 
on  the  Planning  Committee  and  in  the  administrative  arrangements  for  hos¬ 
pitality.  The  administration  of  the  Federal-Provincial  Centennial  Grants  Prog¬ 
ram  was  a  responsibility  of  the  Director  and  he  served  as  well  as  a  member 
of  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee. 
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Separate  reports  of  the  Superintendant  of  Insurance  and  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  are  published  in  each  year.

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ALBERTA  HOUSE 


Emigration  enquiries  processed  at  Alberta  House  during  the  year 
under  review  showed  a  marked  increase  over  the  previous  year,  particularly 
during  the  period  following  devaluation. 

As  in  past  years,  Alberta  House  continued  to  supply  Alberta  public¬ 
ations  and  statistical  information  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  The  Canadian 
Government  Immigration  Service,  The  Canadian  Government  Travel  Bureau, 
British  and  Canadian  Banks,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Public  Libraries,  Trans¬ 
portation  Companies  and  Travel  Agents.  Numerous  requests  were  received 
for  information  on  Alberta  from  British  teachers  and  students.  Alberta  pub¬ 
licity  material  was  again  distributed  at  trade  exhibitions,  display  centres  and 
at  selective  film  showings. 

During  the  Centenary  Year  there  was  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the 
number  of  Alberta  citizens  visiting  Alberta  House. 

Requests  from  Alberta  visitors  for  information  or  assistance  in  con¬ 
nection  with  passports,  visa  problems,  currency  exchange  regulations,  trans¬ 
portation,  temporary  employment,  British  and  Continental  tours,  have  again 
been  dealt  with  in  the  normal  manner,  as  have  been  requests  for  help  in 
obtaining  employment  or  accommodation  in  the  metropolis  or  in  other  parts 
of  Britain. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  report  that  an  increasing  number  of 
young  Alberta  visitors  are  using  the  facilities  available  through  Alberta  House 
to  establish  or  maintain  contact  with  each  other  within  the  British  Isles  and  on 
the  Continent  of  Europe. 

During  the  past  year  many  applications  were  received  for  invitations 
to  the  Royal  Garden  Parties  and  the  Trooping  the  Colour  ceremony  and  were 
passed  on  to  Canada  House. 

Civil  enquiries,  including  requests  for  Birth,  Death  and  Marriage  Cer¬ 
tificates,  have  shown  a  slight  increase  over  previous  years.  Assistance  has  been 
rendered  in  the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  in  Alberta  and  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Information  has  been  obtained  in  connection  with  property 
located  in  the  Province  and  owned  by  United  Kingdom  residents.  Enquiries 
have  been  instituted  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  missing  persons,  and  for  infor¬ 
mation  regarding  the  welfare  of  children  of  separated  or  divorced  parents. 
Enquiries  received  on  points  of  law  in  Alberta  from  law  firms  and  from  the 
legal  departments  of  commercial  and  industrial  firms  have  been  satisfactorily 
dealt  with. 
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During  the  year  the  Agent  General  has  again  been  priviiiged  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  Government  of  Alberta  at  official  functions  and  receptions  given  by 
Her  Majesty's  Government,  or  His  Excellency  the  High  Commissioner  for 
Canada,  by  other  Commonwealth  Governments,  by  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  London,  and  by  financial,  commercial  and  industrial  institutions  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 
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AMUSEMENTS  BRANCH 


The  Amusements  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  places 
of  amusement  to  ensure  that  regulations  respecting  public  safety  are  carried 
out,  the  licensing  of  such  places,  the  collection  of  pari  mutuel  tax  at  race 
meetings  and  the  censorship  of  motion  pictures. 

The  Board  of  Censors  must  approve  and  classify  every  motion  picture 
film  of  16mm  or  greater  width  before  it  is  exhibited  to  the  public  in  the  prov¬ 
ince,  with  the  exception  of  non  fiction  films  owned  by  schools,  universities 
or  departments  of  government  supported  by  public  funds  and  those  shown 
on  television. 

Board  Chairman  Jack  Day  was  elected  President  of  the  Association 
of  Provincial  Film  Censor  Boards  of  Canada,  for  a  two  year  term  at  the  group's 
biennial  conference  held  in  Vancouver  in  September. 


CENSORSHIP 

During  tthe  calendar  year  1967  the  Board  received  923  first  print 
standard  (35  mm  and  70mm)  subjects  and  1,015  first  print  narrow  gauge 
(16mm)  subjects.  This  includes  features,  featurettes,  shorts,  trailers,  adver¬ 
tising  and  news.

In  the  Spring  of  1967  southern  and  central  Alberta  suffered  a  series 
of  four  violent  and  heavy  snowstorms  in  a  space  of  two  weeks  that  paralized 
the  area  for  a  time.  Of  the  twenty-six  large  arenas  in  the  storm  area,  two  sus¬ 
tained  light  superficial  damage.  There  were  no  structural  failures. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  an  upsurge  in  the  construction  of  new 
theatres,  mostly  in  shopping  centres,  occurred.  Three  were  opened  in  Calgary 
in  one  week  in  December.  The  Westbrook  Theatre  twins  (side  by  side)  are  the 
first  in  Canada  to  be  equipped  with  automated  projection  equipment.  The 
North  Hill  Cinerama  is  Alberta's  first  theatre  with  Cinerama  projection  equip¬ 
ment.  There  are  also  one  drive-in  and  two  indoor  theatres  in  the  planning 
stage  for  Edmonton,  two  indoor  theatres  under  construction  in  Red  Deer,  two 
drive-ins  under  construction  in  Calgary,  and  a  twin  indoor  theatre  in  the 
planning  stage  for  Lethbridge.

The  reported  loss  by  fire  of  six  amusement  buildings  during  1967  is 
the  largest  number  in  one  year  since  1963.  Since  three  of  them  were  arenas 
it  is  the  largest  financial  loss  ever  reported  in  one  year.  This  compares  with 
the  loss  of  one  building  totally  destroyed  in  1966.  AM  fires  occured  while  the 
buildings  were  closed  and  empty  and  no  casualties  resulted. 

PROJECTIONISTS  —  EXAMINATIONS  AND  LICENCES 

Thirty-five  candidates  sat  for  examination  for  projectionist  licences 
during  the  year.  Of  these  four  failed.  Two  failures  later  rewrote  and  passed. 
A  total  of  101  licences  of  all  classes  was  issued. 


PARI  MUTUEL  TAX 

The  Amusements  Act  imposes  a  tax  on  all  betting  at  race  tracks  done 
through  the  pari  mutuel  system  and  the  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  this  tax.

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CENTENNIAL  BRANCH 


Planning  for  the  centennial  of  Confederation  started  in  1962  upon 
the  passage  of  the  National  Centennial  Act  (Alberta),  now  The  Centennial  of 
Canadian  Confederation  Act  (Alberta).  The  Act  authorized  the  formation  of 
the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee  which  has  continued  since  that  time  to 
co-ordinate  and  direct  immediately  or  through  its  sub-committees  preparation 
for  the  centennial  year  by  private  groups,  local  government  authorities  and 
by  government  departments.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  is  the  Honour¬ 
able  A.  Holowach,  Provincial  Secretary,  and  the  members  are  Mr.  P.  B.  Howard 
Deputy  Provincial  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  H.  Kaasa,  Director  of  the  Cultural  Dev¬ 
elopment  Branch,  member  and  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  R.  Hughes,  former  Deputy 
Provincial  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  R.  A.  Rice,  President  and  General  Manager,  Sun- 
wapta  Broadcasting  Company,  Mr.  E.  S.  Bryant,  Director,  Alberta  Government 
Travel  Bureau,  Mr.  H.  E.  Martin,  Director  of  Publicity,  Department  of  Industry 
and  Development  and  Mr.  R.  D,  McLean,  Director  of  Public  Relations. 

The  programs  in  which  the  committee  participated  fell  into  a  number 
of  well-defined  groups;  projects  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  the  Federal 
Government,  those  in  which  the  responsibility  was  shared  with  other  bodies 
and  programs  initiated  and  administered  by  the  Department  of  the  Provincial 
Secretary. 

I.  PROJECTS  CARRIED  OUT  IN  CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE 

FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT 


1.  Centennial  Grants  Program 

Under  this  program  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments  each 
undertook  to  contribute  $1.00  per  head  in  support  of  projects  of  a  lasting 
nature  developed  by  local  authorities  provided  at  least  $1.00  per  head  was 
found  from  local  government  funds.  All  of  the  366  eligible  local  government 
authorities  had  one  or  more  projects  of  their  own  or  participated  in  co-operat¬ 
ive  programs  so  that  the  total  expenditure  for  the  program  when  complete 
will  be  close  to  $1,405,000.00  based  on  the  estimated  population  of  the 
Province  in  1967  as  established  at  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  agreement 
with  the  Federal  Government  in  December  of  1963.  424  projects  were  devel¬ 
oped  under  the  program  at  a  total  cost,  including  contributions  from  local 
sources  in  addition  to  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Government  shares,  of  ap¬ 
proximately  $12,000,000.00. 


2.  Confederation  Memorial  Program 

This  second  co-operative  program  shared  by  the  Federal  and  Provincial 
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Governments  was  intended  to  facilitate  the  construction  in  each  Provincial 
capital  of  an  important  memorial  of  outstanding  cultural  value.  Alberta's 
project  under  this  program  was  the  construction  of  a  Museum  and  Archives 
Building  in  the  grounds  of  Government  House  in  Edmonton.  This  building  was 
completed  during  1967  at  a  total  cost  of  8.6  million  dollars  with  the  Federal 
Government  contributing  2.5  million  dollars. 

3.  Voyageur  Canoe  Pageant 

This  was  a  very  spectacular  and  successful  program.  Ten  canoe  teams 
representing  most  of  the  Provinces  and  Territories  re-enacted  a  colourful  chap¬ 
ter  in  Canadian  history  by  re-tracing  the  old  fur-trade  route  by  water  from 
Rocky  Mountain  House  to  Montreal  during  the  late  Spring  and  Summer  of 
1967.  This  was  a  joint  program  with  the  Federal  Centennial  Committee  and 
the  appropriate  authorities  in  the  ten  participating  Provinces  and  Territories. 
The  Province's  costs  in  sponsoring,  equipping  and  training  a  crew  for  the 
Pageant  and  during  two  years  of  preparation  amounts  to  $35,000.00. 

4.  Festival  Canada 

This  was  a  national  project  designed  to  tour  outstanding  performing 
arts  groups  across  Canada  in  a  program  that  could  only  be  economically  poss¬ 
ible  with  substantial  Government  support.  The  Centennial  Commission  prov¬ 
ided  pre-production  grants  for  many  of  the  programs  and  transportation  costs 
for  the  groups  involved.  The  Provincial  Government  arranged  for  local  spon¬ 
sorship  and  sponsored  directly  two  of  the  major  groups.  Alberta  was  the  only 
Province  which  accepted  all  the  programs  offered.  Attendance  totalled  1  15,000 
in  Alberta.

5.  Confederation  Train  and  Caravans 

The  National  Centennial  Commission  provided  one  train  and  eight 
caravans  of  trailers  designed  and  equipped  to  bring  identical  exhibitions  of 
Canadian  history  for  Canadians  to  see  in  their  own  communities.  The  train 
visited  five  cities  in  Alberta  and  was  seen  by  258,077  people.  Caravan  No.  7 
which  also  served  part  of  the  North-West  Territories  made  78  stops  in  the 
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Province  and  was  visited  by  489,721  residents.  The  caravan  especially  was 
well  received  and  its  arrival  in  a  community  was  the  occasion  for  special  local 
celebrations.  The  stage  which  travelled  with  the  caravan  was  put  to  good  use 
for  official  opening  ceremonies  and  by  local  performing  groups. 

The  Centennial  staff  carried  out  much  of  the  co-ordinating  work  in¬ 
volved  in  the  movement  of  the  caravan  in  the  Province  and  assisted  at  many 
of  the  local  ceremonies.  The  Inspection  Service  Branch  of  the  Department 
of  the  Attorney  General,  the  Department  of  Highways,  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  the  Fire  Commissioner  provided  valuable  assistance  in 
making  available  essential  services. 

6,  Help  A  Child 

The  Centennial  staff  was  privileged  to  assist  in  a  campaign  initiated 
on  December  8th  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Prime  Minister  and  intended  to 
give  the  opportunity  to  Canadian  youth  and  school  children  to  show  their 
gratitude  for  their  own  good  fortune  in  life  by  bringing  assistance  to  under¬ 
privileged  children  in  Canada  and  needy  children  in  underprivileged  countries 
of  the  world. 


II.  PROJECTS  CARRIED  OUT  IN  CO-OPERATION  WITH  OTHER  BODIES 


1.  Second  Century  Week 

This  was  a  project  undertaken  by  the  Canadian  Inter-Collegiate  Ath¬ 
letic  Union,  the  Canadian  Union  of  Students  and  the  Association  of  Canadian 
Universities  and  Colleges  with  substantial  financial  assistance  from  the  Nat¬ 
ional  Centennial  Commission  and  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee.  An 
ambitious  cultural  and  athletic  program  was  carried  out  at  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  Alberta  in  Edmonton  and  thecamgus  of  the  University  of  Calgary 
during  the  week  of  March  6th — 1  1th.  The  program  was  an  enormous  success 
stimulating  a  better  understanding  and  deeper  appreciation  of  our  Canadian 
heritage  by  the  student  population.  The  program  was  well  supported  and 
approximately  1,200  students  from  across  Canada  attended  one  or  other  of 
the  university  centres  in  Alberta. 

2.  The  Military  Tattoo 

This  program  was  the  official  project  of  the  Canadian  Armed  Forces. 
Approximately  500  performers,  all  active  service  personnel,  appeared  in  two 
separate  and  identical  shows  which  between  them  appeared  at  40  locations 
across  Canada  during  1967.  Authentic  costumes,  uniforms,  weapons,  music 
and  drill  routines  were  used  to  portray  the  history  and  activities  of  Canada's 
Armed  Forces  of  French  and  British  origin  over  the  previous  three  hundred 
year  period.  The  Centennial  staff  was  privileged  to  assist  in  the  local  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  four  performances  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary  on  the  1  1th,  12th 
and  1 3th  of  May. 


3,  R.C.M.P*  Musical  Ride  and  Band 

It  was  most  appropriate  that  the  official  centennial  project  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  should  receive  a  warm  welcome  in  Alberta 
during  Centennial  year  because  of  the  important  role  played  by  the  Police  in 
making  possible  the  settlement  and  development  of  the  prairies  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  19th  century.  The  cavalry  ride  to  musical  accompaniment 
is  well-known  in  Alberta  having  appeared  several  times  over  the  years  at  agric- 
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ultural  fairs  and  exhibitions.  On  this  occasion  Albertans  were  privileged  also 
to  hear  the  fine  band  of  the  Force,  playing  concert  music  and  executing  drill 
manoeuvres.  The  Centennial  staff  assisted  in  local  arrangements.  The  musical 
ride  and  band  appeared  in  Fort  MacLeod,  Calgary  and  Edmonton  between  the 
14th  and  the  24th  of  June. 

4.  The  Aiberta  Armed  Forces  Caravan 

The  Canadian  Armed  Forces  were  very  busy  during  1967  and  were 
in  great  demand,  especially  for  ceremonial  parades.  In  addition  the  Alberta 
District  Command  developed  as  its  own  centennial  project  a  travelling  pro¬ 
gram  of  musical  items,  displays  and  demonstrations  known  as  "The  Alberta 
Armed  Forces  Caravan"  which  toured  the  Province  during  the  months  of 
August  and  September  visiting  smaller  places  which  were  not  included  in  the 
itinerary  of  the  Canadian  Armed  Forces  Tattoo.  The  Centennial  staff  was  able 
to  assist  inpublicity. 

5.  The  Centennial  Yukon  Alpine  Expedition 

As  its  Centennial  project  the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  held  a  special 
mountaineering  camp  based  at  Kluane  Lake  in  the  Yukon  Territory  in  July. 
Sixty  climbers,  among  them  eleven  residents  of  Alberta,  were  selected  to  make 
the  first  ascent  of  thirteen  peaks  in  the  St.  Elias  Range.  The  peaks  were  named 
for  provinces  and  territories  of  the  Dominion  and  there  was  also  a  "Centennial 
Peak."  David  Wayne  Smith  of  Edmonton,  Klaus  Hahn  of  Calgary,  Philip  James 
Dowling  of  Edmonton  and  Dr.  Gerald  A.  Wright  of  Lethbridge  were  selected 
to  climb  Mount  Alberta,  a  peak  of  10,983  feet  above  sea  level.  Financial 
assistance  was  received  from  the  Centennial  Commission,  the  Department  of 
National  Health  and  Welfare  and  nine  of  the  Provinces  and  Territories.  The 
Alberta  Banner  which  was  flown  briefly  from  the  top  of  Mount  Alberta  has 
been  deposited  in  the  Provincial  Museum  for  safe  keeping. 

III.  PROJECTS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL 
SECRETARY 

T.  Performing  Arts  on  Tour 

The  Cultural  Development  Branch  of  the  Department  has  for  several 
years  sponsored  and  assisted  performing  art  groups  making  appearances  in 
communities  in  the  Province  which  do  not  normally  have  the  opportunity  to 
see  and  hear  live  performances  of  a  high  calibre.  The  University  of  Alberta 
Mixed  Chorus  has  done  several  tours  under  the  general  name  of  "Maytime  in 
Alberta"  and  the  Band  and  Orchestra  formed  from  the  Summer  Workshop  has 
done  a  summer  tour  for  the  past  several  years  as  part  of  the  training  given  at 
the  workshop.  During  the  Centennial  year,  this  program  was  greatly  extended 
and  a  wide  variety  of  performing  and  expressive  arts  organizations  were  en¬ 
abled  to  give  highly  successful  performances  throughout  the  Province  as  a 
result  of  substantial  financial  assistance  received  from  the  Centennial  Com¬ 
mittee. 


The  Alberta  Ballet  Company  completed  two  tours — one  to  the  Jasper/ 
Edson/ Hinton  area  and  the  other  to  the  Peace  River  country.  The  Edmonton 
Symphony  Orchestra  performed  in  Camrose,  Hanna,  Lethbridge,  Red  Deer, 
Ponoka  and  Barrhead  between  March  27th  and  April  1st  while  the  Calgary 
Philharmonic  Orchestra  appeared  in  Stettler,  Lacombe,  Ponoka,  Cardston, 
Claresholm  and  High  River  in  the  period  between  November  12th  and  19th. 
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There  were  three  tours  by  Drama  groups.  The  MAC  14  Society  of 
Calgary  performed  Jean  Kerr's  play  "Mary,  Mary"  in  Strathmore,  Brooks, 
Ralston,  Bow  Island,  Taber,  Cardston,  Pincher  Creek,  Vulcan,  High  River, 
Olds  and  Claresholm  in  the  period  from  the  1st  to  the  15th  of  May  inclusive, 
the  University  Summer  Theatre  musical  "Where's  Charley?"  played  in  seven¬ 
teen  communities  in  the  northern  area  of  the  Province  between  the  4th  and 
the  24th  of  June  and  the  Professional  Theatre  for  Children  operating  through 
the  Calgary  Allied  Arts  Centre  produced  two  plays  "The  Enchanted  Box" 
and  "The  Spirit  of  the  Mountain"  which  were  seen  by  almost  16,000  children 
in  twenty  communities  between  October  10th  and  November  3rd. 

Edmonton  concert  pianist,  Marek  Jablonski,  carried  out  two  highly 
successful  tours  of  smaller  communities,  one  in  the  period  from  April  18th 
to  the  13th  of  May,  inclusive,  and  the  other  between  October  28th  and  Nov¬ 
ember  16th.  Harlan  Green,  flautist,  and  Robert  Stangeland,  harpsichordist 
and  pianist,  performed  in  Bonnyville  and  in  Wainwright  with  assistance  from 
the  Branch.  The  Lloyd  Moss  family  from  Edmonton  did  a  tour  of  1  9  communit¬ 
ies,  many  of  them  in  quite  remote  areas,  in  the  north  country,  between  the 
1  st  of  December  and  the  6th  of  January,  1 968. 

2.  Competitions 

To  commemorate  Centennial  and  to  give  encouragement  and  assist¬ 
ance  to  musicians,  composers  and  dramatists  in  the  Province  the  Centennial 
Committee  offered  prizes  totalling  $5,000  in  play-writing,  $8,500  in  musical 
composition  and  a  music  travel  award  worth  $1,000.  The  musical  composi¬ 
tion  prizes  were  awarded  to  William  McCauley,  an  Albertan  now  living  in 
Ontario,  Violet  Archer  of  Edmonton,  Kenneth  Hicken  of  Lethbridge,  and 
Allan  Rae  of  Calgary.  The  prizes  for  drama  were  awarded  to  W.  R.  Hardin, 
an  Albertan  now  living  in  Vancouver,  William  Washburn  of  Calgary,  Warren 
Graves  of  Edmonton,  O.  Kupchenko  of  Edmonton,  Wallis  Kendall  of  Red 
Deer,  and  Dr.  M.  J.  Huston  of  Edmonton.  The  music  travel  award  was  not 
decided  during  Centennial  Year. 

3.  Centenarians 

The  Centennial  Committee  honoured  those  citizens  living  in  the 
Province  who  had  attained  the  age  of  100  years  or  more  during  Centennial 
Year  by  presenting  each  with  a  silver  tray.  Of  the  forty  so  honoured,  one, 
Mrs.  Adaline  Whiteford  of  Fairview,  had  spent  her  entire  life  within  the 
Province.  Mrs.  Whiteford  was  born  in  Jasper  on  January  15th,  1866.  One 
centenarian,  James  Henry  McConnell,  who  now  lives  in  Edmonton,  received 
his  tray  from  the  Honourable  A,  J.  Hooke,  Minister  of  Public  Welfare  as 
part  of  the  ceremonies  at  the  Legislative  Building  on  the  1st  of  September, 
the  sixty-second  anniversary  of  the  entry  of  the  Province  into  Confederation. 

4.  Centennial  Babies 

Eighty-nine  infants  were  born  in  Alberta  on  July  1st,  1967,  and  each 
received  a  collection  of  Centennial  coins  from  the  Centennial  Committee. 
One  such  baby,  Rudolf  Schneider  of  Edmonton,  received  his  coins  from  the 
Honourable  A.  R.  Patrick,  Minister  of  Industry  and  Development,  at  the 
ceremonies  at  the  Legislative  Building  on  September  1st. 

5.  Centennial  Anthology 

This  anthology  of  the  outstanding  works  of  Alberta  authors  and  poets 
was  produced  by  the  Edmonton  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Authors'  Association

under  an  agreement  with  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee.  The  editor 
in  chief  was  John  Patrick  Gillese  of  Edmonton.  The  volume  is  an  attractive 
one  and  has  been  well  received  by  reviewers  across  Canada.  Our  thanks  go  to 
Mr.  Gillese  and  his  editorial  board  of  Dr.  W.  G.  Hardie,  Fiction  Editor, 
Margaret  Johnson,  Features  Editor,  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Chalmers,  June  Fritch, 
Dorothy  Barnhouse,  Thelma  Gillese,  and  James  W.  Fritch. 

6.  Workshops 

This  was  a  special  project  of  the  Centennial  Committee  intended 
to  assist  local  communities  to  plan  their  participation  in  the  celebration  of 
Centennial  and  to  stimulate  direct  participation  by  the  average  citizen  in 
each  community.  In  addition  to  meetings  with  the  local  population,  the 
opportunity  was  taken  to  visit  the  local  school.  During  the  period  from 
March,  1966,  to  March,  1967,  workshops  were  held  in  87  communities  and 
were  attended  by  5,216  citizens  and  32,581  school  children.  The  Centennial 
officers  who  conducted  the  workshops  were  most  impressed  by  the  enthus¬ 
iastic  response  received  from  school  children. 

7.  Ceremonies  and  Displays 

In  most  cases  ceremonial  occasions  were  the  responsibility  of  the  local 
authorities;  the  opening  of  the  municipality's  Centennial  project,  the  arrival 
of  the  Canoe  Pageant  or  the  Centennial  Caravan  would  be  the  occasion  for 
a  local  celebration  attended  in  many  cases  by  the  local  M.L.A.  or  perhaps 
a  representative  from  the  Centennial  Committee.  There  were  several  dates 
of  special  significance  when  the  ceremonies  were  staged  by  the  Centennial 
Committee. 

(a)  The  start  of  Centennial  Year  was  heralded  by  a  fireworks  display  on  the 
1st  of  January  in  the  area  immediately  west  of  the  Legislative  Building  in 
Edmonton. 

(b)  On  May  27th,  1967,  Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess  Alexandra  and  the 
Honourable  Angus  Ogilvy,  together  with  the  Honourable  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and  the  Honourable  the  Premier,  received  the  voyageurs  on 
the  steps  of  the  Legislative  Building  and  presented  them  with  suitable 
mementoes  of  their  visit. 

(c)  On  the  evening  of  June  30th,  entertainment  was  provided  as  a  joint 
project  by  the  Centennial  Committee  and  the  City  of  Edmonton  at  seven 
major  shopping  centres  in  the  city  and  was  followed  by  a  Fireworks 
Display  at  each  location. 

(d)  July  1st,  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  Dominion  Day,  was  com¬ 
memorated  with  a  special  program  in  the  grounds  of  the  Legislative 
Building  including  carillon  music,  performances  by  bands  and  personnel 
of  the  armed  forces,  civic  organizations  and  national  groups,  ceremonial 
inspection  of  the  guard  by  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  addresses 
by  The  Honourable  the  Provincial  Secretary  as  Chairman  of  the  Centennial 
Committee,  His  Worship  the  Mayor  of  Edmonton,  The  Honourable  the 
Premier  and  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  a  100-gun  salute  and 
the  release  of  balloons. 

(e)  On  the  evening  of  the  2nd  of  July  the  bands  of  the  Canadian  Armed 
Forces  executed  a  very  impressive  retreat  ceremony. 

(f)  September  1st  was  the  62nd  anniversary  of  the  entry  of  the  Province 
into  Confederation  and  was  marked  by  a  brief  ceremony  on  the  steps 
of  the  Legislative  Building  including,  as  noted  above,  presentations  to  a 
representative  centenarian  and  a  representative  centennial  baby. 
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(g)  The  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives  Building,  the  Province's  project 
under  the  Memorial  Grants  Program  was  opened  on  the  6th  of  December 
by  The  Honourable  Judy  LaMarsh,  Secretary  of  State  of  Canada,  and 
The  Honourable  the  Premier  in  the  presence  of  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  and  an  invited  audience. 

(h)  The  end  of  the  Centennial  Year  was  marked  by  a  Fireworks  Display  near 
the  Legislative  Building  in  Edmonton. 

All  these  events  were  well-attended  and  we  believe  were  enjoyed  by 
all  concerned.  They  were  made  possible  only  by  the  fine  co-operation 
received  from:

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CULTURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

BRANCH 


The  increasingly  industrialized  and  automated  character  of  the  present 
period  in  our  civilization  makes  it  more  important  than  ever  that  our  citizens, 
especially  those  in  the  younger  age  groups,  be  given  every  opportunity  to  make 
full  and  creative  use  of  their  leisure  time.  Active  participation  in  and  apprec¬ 
iation  of  the  arts,  especially  the  fine  arts,  not  only  provides  the  opportunity 
to  spend  leisure  time  in  a  useful  way  but  also  enables  the  individual  to  enrich 
his  own  life  and  make  a  contribution  to  the  cultural  life  of  the  community. 
The  programs  offered  by  the  Branch  are  intended  to  encourage  and  stimulate 
this  kind  of  recreational  activity.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  pages 
the  Branch  carries  out  its  program 

(a)  by  affording  financial  assistance  to  organizations  engaged  in  cultural 
activities,  such  as  library  boards,  symphony  orchestras,  art  galleries,  thea¬ 
tre  groups  and  drama  and  music  festival  committees; 

(b)  by  providing  instruction  and  assistance  to  instructors  and  performers  in 
music,  drama  and  arts  and  crafts  at  workshops  conducted  throughout 
the  year;  and 

(c)  by  encouraging  and  assisting  performing  groups  to  bring  live  perform¬ 
ances  to  places  in  the  Province  they  would  not  normally  be  able  to  visit. 

The  Branch  played  an  important  part  in  the  special  programs  devised 
for  the  celebration  of  Canada's  Centennial.  As  a  special  project  of  the  Branch, 
competitions  were  conducted  in  musical  composition  and  play-writing  and  a 
musical  travel  award  was  offered.  The  response  to  the  competition  and  the 
quality  of  the  entries  were  most  encouraging.  The  Branch  was  privileged  to 
assist  in  administering  the  Province's  part  in  the  highly  successful  Festival 
Canada  program  offered  by  the  National  Centennial  Commission.  Performing 
groups  with  international  reputations  such  as  the  New  York  Symphony  Orch¬ 
estra  and  the  National  Theatre  of  Great  Britain  gave  highly  successful  per¬ 
formances  in  Calgary  and  Edmonton.  Alberta  was  the  only  Province  to  take 
full  advantage  of  Festival  Canada  by  accepting  all  of  the  performing  groups 
offered  by  the  Commission.  The  Branch  also  ran  a  highly  successful  program 
whereby  performing  art  groups  normally  available  for  the  enjoyment  of  aud¬ 
iences  in  the  larger  centres  were  made  available  to  the  smaller  communities. 

The  Branch  had  a  most  successful  year.  The  art  exhibition,  the  per¬ 
forming  arts  tours  and  the  consultative  services  offered  by  the  Branch  brought 
a  large  measure  of  entertainment  and  permanent  profit  to  all  areas  of  the 
Province.  Assistance  received  from  other  Government  Departments  is  grate¬ 
fully  acknowleged  The  Department  of  Education  especially  has  been  most 
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One  of  the  purposes  of  the  Cultural  Development  Branch  has  been 
an  exposure  program  of  the  arts  to  the  communities  to  stimulate  interest, 
helpful  in  the  music,  drama  and  art  programs  carried  out  in  the  school  systems 
of  the  Province. 

Our  art  exhibitions,  our  performing  arts  tours,  our  consultative  services  have 
in  no  small  measure  helped  bring  to  the  community,  knowledge,  performances 
and  exhibitions  which  have  brought  about  increased  interest  in  this  area  of 
enrichment  which  is  directly  or  indirectly  part  of  every  man's  existence. 

The  following  boards  made  up  of  interested  and  public-spirited  citiz¬ 
ens  were  associated  with  the  Branch  in  an  advisory  capacity  and  gave  valuable 
assistance  during  the  year.

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ARTS  AND  CRAFTS  DIVISION 


The  courses  offered  by  the  Division  over  the  last  ten  years  have  been 
for  the  most  part  basic  training  courses  for  adults  in  the  elementary  techniques 
of  the  various  crafts.  Development  over  the  years  has  taken  the  form  of  the 
provision  of  new  courses  in  additional  crafts  at  the  elementary  level  and  at 
advanced  levels  and  the  extension  of  the  program  to  additional  areas  in  the 
Province.  The  Division  now  considers  that  its  activities  ought  to  be  redirected 


Sufficient  numbers  of  suitable  people  have  received  instruction  in  the 
basic  techniques  so  that  elementary  training  at  local  levels  might  well  be  left 
to  local  people.  The  Division  might  restrict  itself  to  advice  and  general  super¬ 
vision.  The  technical  personnel  of  the  Division  might  be  better  employed  in¬ 
vestigating  ways  and  means  of  bringing  the  programs  to  sectors  of  the  popul¬ 
ation  which  have  up  to  date  not  been  exposed  to  it,  such  as  the  handicapped, 
the  aged,  those  in  penitentiaries  etc.  If  the  Division  were  relieved  of  the 
responsibility  of  running  elementary  courses,  it  would  be  able  to  concentrate 
more  on  its  general  responsibilities  to  carry  out  research  into  new  methods 
for  new  materials  and  to  expose  the  population  generally  to  the  best  offerings 
in  the  arts  and  crafts  field. 


Basic  courses  were  given  by  the  Division  in  ceramics,  millinery,  batik, 
weaving  and  advanced  courses  in  ceramics,  millinery,  basketry  and  weaving. 


Attempts  have  been  made  to  introduce  the  use  of  local  materials, 
particularily  in  ceramics.  Experiments  were  made  with  primitive  loom  and 
natural  dyes  in  weaving  and  with  the  use  of  local  grasses  in  basketry.  These 
courses  were  attended  by  181  students  representing  43  communities. 


The  need  for  advanced  training  is  growing  so  rapidly  that  the  Division 
is  finding  it  difficult  to  keep  up  with  this  need. 


For  the  purpose  of  assisting  leaders  with  technical  and  artistic  prob¬ 
lems,  visits  were  made  to  workshops  attended  by448  persons  in  20  communit¬ 
ies. 


To  help  communities  determine  future  needs,  a  total  of  4  demonstrat¬ 
ions  were  given  in  4  communities  which  were  attended  by  600  persons. 


A  total  of  33  art  exhibitions  were  offered,  made  up  of  884  works. 
These  were  viewed  by  78,000  people. 


There  were  82  slides  exhibitions  made  up  of  over  3,000  slides  and 
were  viewed  by  over  1  8,000  people. 

A  52  foot  trailer  was  purchased  in  1967  which  travelled  for  a  period 
of  two  months  stopping  at  58  communities  showing  crafts  of  Alberta  to  22,000 
of  the  general  public.  This  replaced  the  Annual  Alberta-craft  Exhibition  for 
1967. 
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For  the  first  time  an  Alberta  Amateur  Painting  Competition-Exhibition 
was  sponsored  by  the  Division.  There  were  329  entries  of  which  60  items  were 
chosen  as  being  the  best  representation  of  amateur  painting  in  the  Province. 


DRAMA  DIVISION 

The  Drama  Division  provides  training  in  all  the  specialist  activities. 
The  Drama  Supervisor  and  Assistant  Drama  Supervisor,  aided  by  part-time 
staff,  provide  training  and  consultative  services  in  the  fields  of  Acting,  Dir¬ 
ecting,  Speech,  Make-up,  Stage  Craft,  Design,  Creative  Drama,  Musical  The¬ 
atre  techniques,  and  Puppetry. 

In  1967  eighteen  workshops  were  conducted  with  72  communities 
participating.  These  workshops  were  conducted  by  part-time  staff  personnel 
and  were  conducted  for  community  theatre  groups,  students  within  the  class¬ 
room  and  teachers  in  public  schools. 

To  augment  the  Centennial  celebration,  the  Drama  Division  under¬ 
took  to  arrange  tours  throughout  the  Province  by  all  outstanding  drama 
groups.  The  first  of  these  tours  was  undertaken  by  the  MAC  14  Touring 
Company.  The  delightful  comedy  "Mary!  Mary!77  by  Jean  Kerr,  played  to 
Albertans  in  eighteen  communities  in  the  central  area  of  the  Province. 

The  Torches  Theatre  from  the  University  Drama  Department  in 
Edmonton  spent  three  weeks  on  tour  in  fifteen  northern  communities.  The 
Production  that  was  so  highly  successful  was  7/Where7s  Charley?77  a  musical 
adaptation  of  77Charley7s  Aunt.77 

The  Arts  Centre  Touring  Company  from  Calgary  were  sponsored  on 
a  school's  tour  for  two  weeks  in  the  fall  of  1967.  Their  program  consisted  of 
two  creative  children's  plays  for  the  elementary  schools  and  a  program  of 
poetry  reading  and  Shakespearian  excerpts  in  the  high  schools. 

In  1967  a  High  School  Playwriting  Competition  was  inaugurated  and 
proved  highly  successful  with  thirteen  entries  received.  The  winning  entry 
was  by  Vicky  Wendt  of  Edmonton  and  she  was  awarded  a  cash  prize  of 
$100.00. 

The  first  Provincial  One-Act  Play  High  School  Drama  Festival  was 
presented  in  Red  Deer  in  April  of  1967.  Schools  from  nine  different  areas 
represented  all  areas  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  presented  first-rate  pro¬ 
ductions.  Mr.  Tom  Kerr,  the  adjudicator,  spoke  highly  of  the  Calgary  entry. 
The  festival  award,  however,  went  to  "Johnny  Dunn,"  by  Albertan,  Robert 
Gard.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  all  plays  were  by  Canadian  authors. 

A  Provincial  One-Act  Adult  Drama  Festival  held  in  Edmonton  in 
November  of  1967  indicated  wide  interest  from  groups  from  as  far  north  as 
Peace  River  and  as  far  south  as  Pincher  Creek.  Tom  Peacocke  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Alberta,  Edmonton,  adjudicated  and  Peace  River's  production  of  "The 
Collection"  received  most  of  the  awards.  The  Festival's  purpose  of  enabling 
new  groups  and  inexperienced  directors  to  compare  productions  and  to  learn 
from  a  highly  qualified  adjudicator  was  well-served. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Provincial  Drama  Seminar  was  held  in  Drumheller 
for  four  weeks  in  August.  The  anticipated  large  enrolment  was  achieved  and 
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to  facilitate  this  the  course  was  divided.  Two  weeks  were  devoted  exclusively 
to  under  21 's — a  total  of  65;  ten  days  were  devoted  exclusively  to  adults — 
a  total  of  33  attending.  The  instructors  were: 

Karen  Austen  (National  Theatre  School)  -  Acting  (Under  21's) 

Patricia  Beatty  (Toronto)  -  Movement  and  Dance 

Freda  de  Branscoville  (Edmonton)  -  Speech 

John  Madill  (Edmonton)  -  Design 

Wilf  Rowe  (Edmonton)  -  Stagecraft 

Walt  Witcover  (New  York)  -  Acting,  Directing  (Adult) 

This  was  the  most  successful  drama  seminar  held  to  date.  We  hope 
to  expand  our  course  in  1968. 

Due  to  Centennial  year,  certain  new  projects  which  were  slated  for 
1967  had  to  be  postponed. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  DIVISION 

Public  libraries  offer  a  basic  social  service  which  should  meet  the 
needs  of  the  citizen  for  education  and  recreation  and  provide  him  with  a 
source  of  information  whenever  he  requires  it.  The  Libraries  Act  provides  for 
local  initiative  in  the  establishment  and  operation  of  such  libraries,  and  also 
provincial  support  as  an  incentive  to  development  of  the  best  possible  standard 
of  service.  The  Public  Libraries  Division  provides  consultative  service  and 
training  to  achieve  the  same  ends. 

Library  development  in  1967  continued  its  leisurely  pace.  Three  new 
municipal  libraries  and  three  community  libraries  were  inaugurated  during  the 
year;  thereby  extending  the  service  to  a  few  more  Albertans.  However,  the 
establishment  of  one  public  library  was  prevented  by  an  adverse  vote  of 
ratepayers.

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This  means  that  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  people  of  Alberta 
have  local  public  library  service  near  at  hand  in  their  own  communities,  but 
the  remaining  one-third,  which  includes  19  towns,  1  16  villages  and  innumer¬ 
able  hamlets,  is  not  so  fortunate. 


Centennial  y^ar  provided  a  boost  in  one  long  neglected  area  of  lib¬ 
rary  operation.  The  combination  of  Federal-Provincial-Municipal  assistance  in 
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the  form  of  Centennial  grants  produced  new  or  improved  library  buildings  in 
eighteen  communities  and  three  others  were  sufficiently  encouraged  to  build 
libraries  as  locally  sponsored  projects.  The  results  of  those  developments  were 
being  felt  at  these  libraries  by  a  strong  increase  in  demand  and  patronage, 
and  neighbouring  communities  are  being  encouraged  and  spurred  to  increased 
efforts. 


The  Branch  training  program  continued.  The  eighth  Custodians'  Cour¬ 
se  was  completed  in  May  and  the  ninth  started  in  October  and  continues.  One 
hundred  and  forty-four  library  custodians  have  completed  this  course  since 
it  started  eight  years  ago. 

A  little  was  achieved,  but  not  nearly  enough.  New  organizational  pat¬ 
terns  in  the  form  of  large  regional  library  areas  are  desirable  if  a  really  effect¬ 
ive  library  service  is  to  be  available  to  Albertans.  This  needs  a  spirit  of  co-oper¬ 
ation  among  localities  which  is  lacking  at  the  present  time. 


MUSIC  DIVISION 

Pursuing  its  objective  of  helping  to  create  an  active  musical  atmos¬ 
phere  in  Alberta,  the  Music  Division  has  had  an  extremely  busy  year.  We 
believe  that  by  encouraging  participation  by  adults  and  young  people  in  orch¬ 
estral,  band,  instrumental  and  choral  music-making,  by  attempting  to  raise 
standards  of  performance  and  appreciation  of  the  best  types  of  music,  we  can 
help  realize  the  objectives  of  the  Government's  policy  of  developing  the  latent 
potential  of  the  artistic  resources  of  our  people. 

During  1967  the  Division  took  a  lead  in  attempting  to  realize  those 
objectives  by  organizing  the  following  programmes: 

(a)  Workshops:  Provincial  and  Regional:  Choral,  Band  and  Orchestra, 
Piano  Teachers. 

(b)  Instrumental  Clinic  Service  for  Community  and  School  Bands 
and  Orchestras. 

(c)  Musical  Theatre  Workshops. 

(d)  Music  Appreciation  Concerts  for  School  Children. 

(e)  Tours  by  Edmonton  and  Calgary  Symphony  Orchestras.

(g)  Centennial  Competition  for  Alberta  Composers. 

(h)  Administration  of  the  Government  Music  Scholarship  program. 

(i)  Evaluation  of  grant  requests  from  Alberta  performing  groups. 

WORKSHOPS 

Provincial  Band  and  Orchestra 


The  first  of  these  was  organized  during  the  summer  of  1959  at  the 
School  of  Agriculture,  Olds.  A  total  of  37  students  attended.  During  the  years 
the  Workshop  has  moved  to  the  School  of  Fine  Arts,  Banff,  Mt.  Royal  Col¬ 
lege,  Calgary  and  in  1968,  the  10th  Annual  Workshop  will  be  located  at  the 
Junior  College,  Camrose.  At  the  9th  Annual  Workshop  in  1967,  a  total  of 
288  students  attended  from  47  communities  in  Alberta. 

The  courses  offered  include  an  8  day  session  for  Band  Directors;  3 
bands  and  2  orchestras  are  formed,  members  of  these  groups  range  in  age 
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from  12  to  over  70  years.  They  are  offered  daily,  orchestral  or  band  rehearsals, 
ensemble  session  and  each  student  is  given  some  individual  instruction.  At 
the  close  of  the  Workshop  during  1967  the  senior  band  and  orchestra  toured 
Alberta  for  6  days  giving  concerts  in  Calgary,  Coleman,  Lethbridge,  Red  Deer, 
and  Edmonton. 

Provincial  Choral  Directors' 

This  Workshop  was  first  started  in  1966.  Last  summer  a  total  of  63 
students  attended  from  18  communities.  This  course  is  intended  for  school 
teachers  and  community  choir  directors  whether  having  a  religious  or  secular 
interest.  Classes  are  offered  in  repertoire,  choral  techniques,  conducting  and 
each  student  participates  in  the  Workshop  Chorus.  A  professional  choral  group 
of  some  24  voices  is  normally  engaged  for  the  duration  of  the  Workshop.  This 
Chorale  acts  as  a  demonstration  group  and  participates  in  the  final  concert. 
It  is  hoped  that  during  1968  the  Chorale  will  participate  in  the  Annual  Work¬ 
shop  Tour. 


Regional  Workshops 

Three  Weekend  and  Choral  Directors  Workshops  were  held  during 
1967.  A  total  of  178  students  attended,  representing  27  communities.  We 
offer  a  much  more  abbreviated  form  of  the  Summer  Workshop  curriculum, 
presenting  mainly  repertoire  sessions. 

Band  and  Orchestra  Weekend  Workshops 

During  1967  two  of  these  were  heid  involving  6  communities  with 
276  in  attendance.  The  unavailability  of  staff  caused  by  Centennial  activities 
precluded  our  programming  the  normal  quota  of  8  to  10  of  these  Workshops. 
A  typical  Weekend  Workshop  includes  rehearsal  sessions  for  two  or  three 
bands  plus  group  lessons  for  the  instrumentalists. 

Workshops  for  Piano  Teachers 

An  innovation  during  our  1967  program  was  the  introduction  of  Work¬ 
shops  for  piano  teachers.  A  piano  teacher  of  some  stature  was  engaged  to 
adjudicate  and  discuss  performances  by  piano  students  in  the  Red  Deer  and 
Drumheller  areas.  The  piano  teachers  concerned  attended  and  benefited 
from  the  evaluation  of  their  students7  performances.  The  reception  given  to 
this  type  of  Workshop  encourages  us  to  plan  similar  future  events  in  other 
areas  of  the  Province. 


Musical  Theatre  Workshops 

In  collaboration  with  the  Drama  Division,  a  Musical  Theatre  Workshop 
was  offered  in  Lethbridge  in  connection  with  the  Lethbridge  Musical  Theat¬ 
re's  production  of  "Showboat/7  The  objective  of  this  type  of  Workshop  is  to 
present  local  companies  with  the  opportunity  of  working  with  experts  in 
staging  a  production  of  musical  comedies.  With  the  development  of  this 
form  of  activity  in  rural  communities  of  the  Province,  the  demand  for  this 
type  of  Workshop  promises  to  grow. 


Music  Appreciation  Concerts  for  School  Children 

Commencing  in  1966  and  developing  through  to  the  fall  of  1967,  a 
new  program  providing  assistance  to  school  music  appreciation  programs  in 
many  areas  of  Alberta  was  instituted  by  the  Music  Division.  This  took  various 
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forms.  The  Edmonton  and  Calgary  Symphony  Orchestras  were  engaged  to 
provide  concerts  as  follows: 

(a)  By  the  full  orchestras  in  the  Jubilee  Auditoria  in  Calgary  and 
Edmonton. 

(b)  The  production  of  concerts  in  a  total  of  1  1  rural  communities 
such  as  Fort  Saskatchewan,  St.  Albert,  Wetaskiwin,  Leduc,  Drum- 
heller,  Hanna,  Claresholm,  Three  Hills,  etc., provide  opportunities 
for  approximately  7,000  school  children. 

The  reception  accredited  to  this  program  has  been  so  overwhelm¬ 
ing  it  will  be  some  years  before  the  Division  is  able  to  satisfy 
the  demand. 

(c)  Financial  assistance  was  also  given  to  local  programs  run  by  the 
Calgary  and  Edmonton  Public  and  Separate  School  Boards.  These 
programs  included  demonstration  concerts  given  by  small  groups 
of  instrumentalists  to  elementary,  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 

Tours  by  Edmonton  and  Calgary  Symphony  Orchestras 

During  Centennial  year  a  total  of  $35,000.00  was  made  available  by 
the  Government  to  provide  concerts  by  the  Edmonton  and  Calgary  Orchestras 
in  rural  communities.  A  total  of  20  concerts  were  given  in  the  following  com¬ 
munities: 

St.  Paul,  Westlock,  Ponoka,  Lacombe,  Stettler,  Hanna,  Drumheller, 
Vulcan,  Cardston,  Lethbridge  and  Medicine  Hat. 

The  Orchestras  played  to  audiences  of  at  least  2A  capacity.  The  ex¬ 
penses  of  these  tours  were  paid  almost  completely  by  the  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  hoped  in  the  future  similar  tours  can  be  offered  to  rural  commun¬ 
ities;  however,  we  shall  encourage  them  to  participate  financially  by  seeking 
grants  from  local  civic  authorities. 

Tours  by  University  of  Alberta  Choruses 
"Maytime  in  Alberta" 

The  University  of  Alberta  Mixed  Chorus  visited  the  following  com¬ 
munities: 

Lacombe,  Medicine  Hat,  Taber,  Lethbridge,  Blairmore,  Claresholm, 
Fort  Mac  Lead  and  Drumheller. 

The  Chorus  was  conducted  by  the  late  Professor  R.  S.  Eaton  with  whom 
we  had  a  close  liasion  for  many  years  in  this  venture. 

The  University  of  Alberta  Male  Chorus  visited: 

Beaverlodge  and  Peace  River 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  1968  tours  and  it  is  hoped  to 
include  a  chorus  from  the  University  of  Calgary. 

Centennial  Competition  for  Alberta  Composers 

Prizes  ranging  from  $300.00  to  $1,500.00  were  offered  for  winning 
compositions  by  Alberta  Composers  in  the  following  classes: 

Orchestra,  Concert  Band,  Chamber  Music,  Solo  Instrument,  Solo 
Vocal,  and  Chorus 

The  Board  of  Adjudicators,  Professor  Murray  Adaskin,  University  of 
Saskatchewan;  Professor  John  Weinzweig,  University  of  Toronto;  and  Mr. 
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Jean-Marie  Beaudet,  National  Arts  Centre,  Ottawa,  recommended  that  awards 
be  made  in  the  Orchestra  and  Chamber  Music  classes  and  prizes  were

This  competition  attracted  considerable  attention.  The  first  perform¬ 
ance  of  Professor  Hicken's  Quartet  will  take  place  in  Lethbridge  during  the 
local  Festival  of  the  Arts  on  April  20th,  1968. 

Music  Scholarships 

Growing  from  a  total  of  $1,500.00  in  1958,  to  a  total  of  $15,000.00 
in  1967,  the  Scholarship  fund  has  made  a  considerable  difference  to  the 
standards  of  music  instruction  in  the  Province.  Scholarships  are  available, 
after  audition,  to  music  students  of  quality.  During  1967  a  total  of  120  applic¬ 
ants  competed  for  88  scholarships.  Assistance  was  given  to  students  studying 
in  Alberta,  other  Provinces  of  Canada,  the  United  States  and  England. 

Grant  Requests 

An  extensive  program  of  financial  assistance  to  performing  groups 
was  maintained  during  1967.  A  total  of  41  grants  were  distributed.  Grants 
were  awarded  to  performing  groups  including  the  Edmonton  and  Calgary 
Orchestras  and  many  amateur  societies.  Assistance  was  also  given  to  such 
groups  as  Alberta  Music  Educators'  and  Alberta  Music  Teachers'  Association. 
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FIRE  PREVENTION  BRANCH 


Under  the  Fire  Prevention  Act  the  Fire  Commissioner  has  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  of  the  province  and  the  regulations 
thereunder  relating  to  fire  prevention.  His  office  directs  and  encourages  fire 
prevention  measures,  instructs  in  fire  protection  methods,  carries  out  invest¬ 
igations  of  incendiary  and  suspected  incendiary  fires,  compiles  fire  loss  stat¬ 
istics  and  conducts  a  public  education  program  of  iFire  prevention  and  fire 
protection. 

FIRE  LOSSES 

On  the  basis  of  present  reports  and  estimates  for  1967,  an  increase 
in  the  annual  monetary  fire  loss  is  indicated.  The  loss  of  life  as  reported  to 
this  office  to  date  also  indicates  an  increase  from  1966.  According  to  present 
reports  and  estimates  received  a  comparison  for  the  last  three  years  shows:

There  were  38  charges  laid  against  38  persons  (including  22  Juven¬ 


iles)  for  arson  and  allied  offences.  Of  a  total  of  90  juveniles  involved  in  the 
setting  of  incendiary  fires,  62  were  warned  and  not  brought  to  court.  Three 
fires  were  attributed  to  pyromaniacs  and  two  of  the  individuals  were  charged. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  along  with  other  Provincial  Fire  Marshals  and 
Fire  Commissioners  in  Canada  has  inaugurated  a  reporting  form  to  tabulate 
the  various  types  of  incendiary  fires  which  occur.  It  is  hoped  that  these  forms, 
when  examined  over  a  period  of  years,  will  provide  information  as  to  any 
trend  taking  place. 

FIRE  PREVENTION  EDUCATION 

By  means  of  lectures,  film  showings  and  demonstrations,  the  Fire 
Commissioner's  Office  fostered  fire  prevention  education  at  meetings  which 
were  arranged  with  local  municipal  groups.  A  number  of  films  was  purchased 
to  carry  out  these  educational  programs.  The  following  table  shows  a  compar¬ 
ison  for  the  past  three  years:

Fire  Drills  in  schools,  hospitals,  theatres,  institutions,  dormitories  and 
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other  buildings  totalled  141.  There  were  12  demonstrations  of  first-aid  fire 
fighting  equipment  and  39  demonstrations  of  evacuation  procedures. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff,  with  the  co-operation  of  local 
fire  departments,  directed  and  promoted  a  vigorous  Fire  Prevention  Week 
campaign.  Departments  participated  in  the  annual  international  Fire  Prevent¬ 
ion  Week  competition. 


FIRE  INSTRUCTION 


Instructors  were  employed  to  assist  fire  department  organizations  in 
municipalities  and  in  industry.  This  was  combined  with  fire  prevention  work.

ALBERTA  FIRE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 


This  training  program  was  continued  in  1967  with  five  schools  held 
at  Vermilion  and  103  persons  in  attendance.  To  date  183  fire  departments 
have  been  represented  at  39  schools  with  958  persons  taking  instruction. 


PLAN  CHECKING 

A  total  of  918  plans  for  hotels,  hospitals,  schools  and  other  assembly 
buildings  was  checked.  Recommendations  as  to  changes  to  effect  fire  safety 
were  initiated  and  followed  up  by  correspondence. 


OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

Firemanship  competitions  were  held  at  Picture  Butte,  Vulcan,  Red 
Deer,  Sherwood  Park  and  Coleman.  Murray  Bedard  Memorial  Shields  were 
presented  to  the  winning  teams  at  each  of  the  above  competitions.  At  these 
competitions,  this  office  assisted  the  fire  departments  sponsoring  the  com¬ 
petitions  by  officiating  and  presenting  competition  prizes  in  addition  to  the 
aforementioned  shields.  A  Provincial  Centennial  Competition  was  inaug¬ 
urated  during  1967.  The  first  competition  was  held  at  Red  Deer  and  was 
won  by  Picture  Butte. 
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Emergency  fire  services  training  and  planning  has  continued  through 
the  year.  Fire  Commissioner's  staff  participated  in  Exercise  Triad.  Two 
fire  advisory  council  meetings  were  convened,  one  at  Edmonton  and  one  at 
Vermilion  to  reveiw  Regional  zone  and  traget  area  planning. 

Rural  fire  protection  is  gaining  ground  as  a  result  of  continued  assist¬ 
ance  to  Farmer  Co-operative  and  Rural,  Municipal  and  County  Councils. 
Specifications  of  suitable  fire  fighting  equipment  and  training  of  rural  fire 
protection  groups  occupies  considerable  time  of  branch  inspectors.  Thirteen 
new  rural  fire  fighting  units  were  purchased  during  1967  and  more  are 
planned  as  a  result  of  meetings,  conferences  and  interest  of  farm  people. 

Assistance  was  provided  by  Inspectors  of  this  branch  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Insurance  in  conducting  three  investigations  under  the  Alberta 
Insurance  Act,  resulting  in  one  prosecution.  There  were  two  investigations 
under  the  Real  Estate  Agents'  Licensing  Act. 

As  a  centennial  year  project  the  original  civil  defence  fire  training 
pumpers  were  provided  as  an  escort  to  the  Centennial  Caravan  from  the  1st 
of  May  to  early  in  November.  The  pumper  with  qualified  operators  accomp¬ 
anied  the  Caravan  on  all  highway  travel  totalling  5,852  miles  and  provided 
stand-by  fire  protection  in  82  centres  where  the  caravan  was  on  display. 

THE  ISGHTNING  ROD  ACT 

There  were  five  companies  licensed  to  sell  lightning  rod  materials 
in  1967.  Licences  were  issued  to  27  agents.  There  were  465  inspections 
during  1967  of  lightning  rod  installations.

Convictions  for  offences  under  The  Fuel  Oil  Tax  Act  (principally  the 
offence  of  having  purple  fuel  in  the  fuel  tank  of  a  motor  vehicle)  totalled 
413  in  1967  as  compared  with  443  in  1966.  Fines  levied  increased  from 
$24,488  in  1966  to  $24,770  in  1967  and  total  costs  amounted  to  $846.75 
in  1967  as  against  $959.65  in  1966. 
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GENERAL 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Provincial  Secretary  is  the  Keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  Province, 
which  seal  is  affixed  to  certain  classes  of  documents  that  bear  the  signature 
of  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  832  such  documents  were  sealed  in  1967,  includ¬ 
ing  Proclamations,  warrants,  commissions,  certificates  and  writs. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  certificates  of  change  of  name  were 
issued  under  The  Change  of  Name  Act,  1961,  in  1967.  Five  hundred  and  sixty 
certificates  of  authentication  were  issued  by  The  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary 
authenticating  the  signatures  and  appointments  of  notaries  public. 

Under  the  Alberta  Survival  Plan  the  Department  has  a  responsibility 
for  co-ordinating  a  program  for  the  preservation  of  essential  records  for  all 
Departments  and  Boards  of  Government.  Exposures  of  documents  for  preser¬ 
vation  in  security  storage  under  this  program  amounted  to  932,340  in  1 967  as 
compared  with  1,121,577  in  1966. 
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INSURANCE  BRANCH 


The  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  licensing  companies,  insurance  agents  and  insurance  adjust¬ 
ers  in  the  Province,  taxing  insurance  companies  and  generally  regulating 
the  business  of  insurance  in  Alberta  as  provided  by  The  Alberta  Insurance 
Act  and  The  Insurance  Corporations  Tax  Act.  The  Superintendent  of  Insur¬ 
ance  is  also  the  official  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  real  estate  agents 
and  salesmen  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  real  estate  business  under  The 
Real  Estate  Agents7  Licensing  Act. 

THE  ALBERTA  INSURANCE  ACT 

The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  requires  all  insurance  companies,  insurance 
agents  and  insurance  adjusters  to  be  licensed.  Qualification  by  examination 
under  Alberta  Regulation  192/59  is  required  of  all  new  applicants  for  in¬ 
surance  agents7  certificates  of  authority  except  for  the  classes  of  livestock, 
hail,  life  or  disability  insurance  including  sickness  and  accident  insurance. 
Of  the  total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1967,  17%  failed  to  pass  the 
examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Qualification  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  244/63  is 
required  of  all  new  applicants  for  insurance  adjusters7  certificates  of  author¬ 
ity.  Of  the  total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1967,  9%  failed  to  pass  the 
examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Operations  of  the  Superintendent's  office  are  planned  to  work  co¬ 
operatively  with  the  various  other  provinces  of  Canada  to  maintain  uniformity 
in  the  enactment  and  the  administration  of  insurance  laws  in  all  of  the 
common  law  provinces  of  Canada. 

The  50th  Annual  Conference  of  the  Provincial  Superintendents  of 
Insurance  was  held  in  Charlottetown,  Prince  Edward  Island  in  September, 
1967  and  was  attended  by  the  Alberta  Superintendent  of  Insurance. 

Insurance  premiums  for  all  classes  of  insurance  written  in  1966  were 
$180,326,679  as  compared  with  $166,052,825  in  1965,  an  increase  of 
8.59  %.  Total  life  premiums,  excluding  fraternal,  in  1966  were  $78,144,150 
as  compared  with  $75,009,883  in  1965,  an  increase  of  4.18%. 

Statistics  reflecting  some  of  the  functions  of  the  branch  under  this  Act 
and  the  operation  of  the  industry  follow  as  Appendix  "A" . 
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THE  REAL  ESTATE  AGENTS'  LICENSING  ACT 


Qualification  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  25/59  is  re¬ 
quired  of  all  new  applicants  for  licence  under  the  Act.  Approximately  15% 
of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences  in  1967  either  failed  to 
pass  the  examination  or  failed  to  write  it.

"B77. 


THE  INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS  TAX  ACT 

Under  the  Act  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta,  other  than  fraternal 
societies,  are  assessed  a  tax  of  2%  of  their  gross  premiums  receivable, 
excluding  marine  insurance  and  annuities  and  less  dividends,  return  premiums 
and  reinsurance  ceded  to  companies  licensed  in  Alberta.  For  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1967  the  tax  collected  was  $3,309,183.75  an 
increase  of  $323,461.96  or  10.83%  over  the  collection  for  the  previous 
calendar  year.

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PROVINCIAL  MUSEUM 

AND 

ARCHIVES  OF  ALBERTA 


The  purpose  of  the  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives  of  Alberta  is  to 
collect  and  preserve  significant  specimens,  artifacts  and  documents  concern¬ 
ing  Alberta,  and  increase  and  disseminate  knowledge  of  Alberta's  natural  and 
human  history,  through  exhibition,  research  and  educational  programmes. 

The  culmination  of  many  years  planning  and  intensive  activity  was 
reached  in  the  official  opening  of  the  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives  of 
Alberta,  Edmonton,  on  Wednesday,  December  6,  1967.  The  building  was  the 
Province's  project  under  the  Confederation  Memorial  Grants  programme.  Of 
the  total  cost  of  8.6  million  dollars,  2.5  million  dollars  came  from  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment  funds. 

Moving  into  the  new  building  was  completed  early  in  July,  and  the 
4]/2  months  to  opening  date  was  occupied  with  installing  the  exhibits  already 
prepared  in  the  temporary  quarters  at  Beaver  House.  Professional,  technical 
and  administrative  staff  were  added  during  the  year;  visits  were  made  by  staff 
to  a  number  of  museums  and  archives  in  Canada  and  the  United  States  to 
survey  exhibits  and  extension  programmes;  professional  conferences  were 
attended  and  one  archivist  attended  an  archives  training  course  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Denver,  Denver,  Colorado. 

ADMINISTRATION  DIVISION 

This  Division  consisting  of  a  Supervisor  and  15  staff  was  established 
during  the  year  to  undertake  budgeting,  accounting,  personnel,  purchasing, 
building  liaison,  bookshop,  security  and  other  administrative  functions.  A 
Security  Chief  is  responsible  for  24-hour-a-day  provisions  for  public  safety, 
fire  protection,  security  of  the  collections  and  exhibits,  and  operation  of  sur¬ 
veillance  equipment. 

An  important  information  service  was  commenced  through  the  Book¬ 
shop,  located  at  the  museum  entrance,  where  educational  books  on  subjects 
related  to  the  museum  exhibits,  museum  publications,  postcards,  colour  slides 
and  native  crafts  are  sold.  Tourist  information  and  literature  is  also  available 
for  visitors  to  the  province. 
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NATURAL  HISTORY  CURATORIAL  DIVISION 


This  Division  is  responsible  for  the  scientific  work  of  field  collecting, 
identification,  organizing  the  collections,  research,  preparing  specimens,  and 
writing  exhibit  story  themes.  The  collections  cover  geology,  paleontology, 
botany  and  zoology. 

In  Zoology  this  year,  emphasis  was  on  preparation  of  exhibit  material 
for  the  opening  galleries,  and  133  bird  and  mammal  specimens  were  mounted, 
including  two  bison.  Fourteen  wildlife  illustrations  were  completed  and  six 
small  scale  models  of  large  mammals  were  produced  for  exhibit.  Field  col¬ 
lecting  trips  included  Southern  and  Central  Alberta,  and  site  inspections  were 
made  to  determine  settings  for  habitat  exhibits.  170  zoological  specimens 
were  collected;  221  vertebrate  specimens  were  prepared,  including  88  as  study 
skins.  Planning  of  the  future  Conservation  Gallery  was  commenced.  In  Botany 
no  specimens  were  collected  and  no  curatorial  work  was  performed. 

In  Earth  History  the  number  of  specimens  collected  was — rocks  and 
minerals,  125;  fossil  vertebrates  and  invertebrates,  300;  micro-vertebrates, 
400;  and  fossil  plants,  140.  Sixteen  donors  contributed  to  the  collections 
including  a  collection  of  early  bison  material  donated  by  the  Research 
Council  of  Alberta,  including  six  skulls.  Field  collecting  was  undertaken  in 
Northern  and  Southern  Alberta.  Accessioning  and  preparation  of  specimens 
also  proceeded.  The  Museologist  for  the  Division  completed  small  scale  models 
of  dinosaurs  and  plants  for  a  diorama  and  background  painting  was  advanced. 
Life-size  replicas  of  Ankylosaurus  and  Corythosaurus  were  completed  by  out¬ 
side  contractors. 

A  Curator  of  Life  Science  and  a  Museologist  were  appointed. 

HUMAN  HJSTORY  CURATORIAL  DIVISION 

The  work  of  this  Division  includes  field  collecting,  documenting,  pre¬ 
paring  of  artifacts,  research,  and  compiling  exhibit  story  content,  in  the  fields 
of  ethnology,  history  and  archaeology.  The  last  is  discussed  under  Historic 
Sites. 


In  Ethnology,  the  high  quality  of  the  collections  continued,  with  addit¬ 
ion  of  1,262  artifacts  representative  of  Alberta  Indian  tribes  including — 
Blackfoot  170,  Blood  506,  Peigan  265,  Kootenai  29,  Assiniboine  77,  Sarsi  26, 
Cree  128,  Slave  24,  and  Saulteaux  37.  Emphasis  continued  on  acquisition  of 
ceremonial  material.  The  transferrals,  opening  ceremonies,  dances,  prayers 
and  songs  associated  with  such  items  were  recorded  on  tapes  and  photographs, 
and  three  sacred  medicine  pipe  bundles  were  transferred.  Translation  from 
Blackfoot  into  English  was  well  advanced.  Notable  acquisitions  included:  a 
Treaty  Six  medal  (1876);  a  Sarsi  "Long  Time  Medicine  Pipe"  bundle;  a  Blood 
"Long  Time  Medicine  Pipe"  bundle;  a  Peigan  "Black  Seizers  Medicine  Pipe" 
bundle;  four  Crow  Water  Society  bundles;  a  Peigan  Beaver  bundle;  and  five 
collections  of  early  Assiniboine  and  Kootenai  material.  Exhibit  storylines  were 
prepared;  curatorial  records  were  maintained  up-to-date  and  preservation  work 
was  continued. 

The  History  Section  received  approximately  5,500  artifacts  covering 
a  wide  variety  of  material,  but  acquisitions  were  increasingly  selective.  Con¬ 
siderable  work  was  undertaken  in  all  functions — accessioning,  cleaning,  res¬ 
toration  and  exhibit  theme  writing.  Important  artifacts  received  include— a 
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pony  cart  which  originally  belonged  to  It.  Governor  Bulyea,  a  unique  dog 
treadle  powered  washing  machine,  a  collection  of  archival  and  historical 
material  from  the  Killam  Hotel,  and  several  interesting  agricultural  artifacts 
including  a  shepherd's  wagon  (1898),  a  threshing  machine  (1800's),  and  a 
horse  collar  maker.  Three  ethnic  costumes  were  presented  as  a  Centennial 
project  of  the  Baltic  Canadian  Federation,  Edmonton  Branch.  Arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Western  Canadian  Pioneer  Museum  in  Wetaskiwin  for 
the  loan  of  ten  early  vehicles  for  display. 

Theme  writing  was  undertaken  for  galleries  to  be  installed  in  1 968  and 
long-range  planning  of  other  galleries  was  advanced.  A  total  of  78  donors 
contributed  to  the  Human  History  collections,  ranging  from  single  items  to 
large  collections.  To  these  donors  the  Museum  is  especially  grateful.  A  Head 
Curator  and  two  Museum  Aides  were  appointed  to  the  Division  during  the 
year. 

EXHIBIT  PRODUCTION  DIVISION 

The  work  of  this  Division  includes  the  design,  fabrication  and  instal¬ 
lation  of  exhibits  in  the  45,000  square  feet  of  exhibit  gallery  space.  Original 
plans  approved  in  1964  outlined  a  15-year  programme  in  three  stages,  with 
the  first  stage  to  be  completed  and  opened  to  the  public  in  1967.  The  exhib¬ 
its  originally  planned  for  the  Stage  1  opening  were  completed  in  1  1  galleries. 
In  addition,  temporary  feature  exhibits  were  installed  in  13  additional  galler¬ 
ies,  so  as  to  open  as  many  of  the  galleries  as  possible.  A  total  of  63  display 
cases,  7  open  exhibits,  26  exhibit  panels  and  37  framed  Indian  portraits  were 
installed — in  addition  to  which  the  temporary  feature  exhibits  were  installed. 

In  the  Orientation  Gallery  a  larger-than-life-size  bronze  sculptural 
work  of  a  pioneer  group  by  the  Museum  Sculptor  was  completed  symbolizing 
Human  History,  and  modelling  proceeded  on  a  large  Pronghorn  group  sym¬ 
bolizing  Natural  History. 

In  the  Indian  section  three  galleries  were  opened— "Fur  Trade"  and 
"Native  Peoples  of  Alberta,"  plus  a  gallery  of  early  Indian  photographic  port¬ 
raits  selected  from  the  famous  Ernest  Brown  and  Harry  Pollard  Collections. 
Centennial  projects  by  societies  included  an  architectural  scale  model  of  Fort 
Edmonton,  presented  to  the  museum  by  the  Women's  Canadian  Club  of 
Edmonton,  and  a  bust  of  Herny  Bird  Steinhauer,  presented  by  the  Order  of 
Ahepa  and  Daughters  of  Penelope. 

Eleven  mounted  mammals  were  placed  on  temporary  exhibit  together 
with  sketches  and  a  scale  model  of  the  full  size  Habitat  exhibits  proposed. 

Natural  History  exhibits  on  the  second  floor  saw  five  galleries  opened 
— "Natural  Environments"  and  "Family  Groups"  galleries  were  completed  in 
Zoology,  and  an  exhibition  of  wild-life  paintings  and  drawings  by  Carl  Rungius 
was  loaned  by  the  Glenbow-Alberta  Institute.  The  future  Dinosaur  Gallery  was 
previewed  by  exhibiting  the  full-size  replica  of  the  armoured  dinosaur  Anky- 
losaurus. 

The  Historical  Galleries  on  the  second  floor  were  all  opened.  Three 
galleries  were  completed  on  the  themes  of  "Agriculture  and  Settlement," 
"Ranching  and  Dairying,"  and  ."Trades,  Industry  and  Commerce."  Feature 
exhibits  comprising  the  remainder  included  selected  items  from  the  late  Dr. 
Allison  Procter  Collection  of  early  Ukrainian  weaving,  animal-powered  arti¬ 
facts,  and  a  collection  of  ten  early  vehicles  on  loan  from  the  Western  Can¬ 
adian  Pioneer  Museum  in  Wetaskiwin. 
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Feature  Gallery  Number  2,  on  the  second  floor,  offered  the  first  of 
the  proposed  short-term  circulating  loan  exhibitions,  this  being  "Historic 
Buildings  of  Canada,"  a  photographic  exhibition  by  the  Royal  Architectural 
Institute  of  Canada  and  the  National  Gallery  of  Canada. 

In  the  Archives  Gallery  in  the  west  wing  of  the  ground  floor,  an  ex¬ 
hibit  "Rural  Settlement  and  Agriculture"  was  completed,  which  presents 
the  story  of  early  settlement  and  agriculture  in  the  province  as  told  in  docum¬ 
ents,  photographs,  letters,  catalogues,  publications  and  posters. 

In  addition,  plans  for  galleries  proposed  for  1968  and  future  years 
were  further  developed. 


EXTENSION  DIVISION 

Although  all  Divisions  are  involved  in  public  information,  the  Exten¬ 
sion  Division  was  specifically  established  during  the  year  to  undertake  contin¬ 
uing  educational  and  informational  programmes  especially  in  regard  to  group 
visits  by  schools,  organizations  and  the  general  visiting  public. 

Appointment  of  an  Extension  Supervisor  was  not  concluded  until  five 
weeks  before  opening.  Nevertheless  by  year-end,  tour  guides  and  extension 
officers  were  being  recruited  and  trained.  During  the  year,  numerous  con¬ 
ducted  tours  were  given  by  all  members  of  staff  to  small  groups  and  visiting 
government  and  museum  officials,  both  in  the  temporary  quarters  and  in  the 
new  building.  Guided  tours  following  the  opening  were  given  on  regular  sch¬ 
edules  in  the  galleries.  In  the  three  weeks  up  to  year-end,  reserved  gallery 
tours  were  provided  for  7  groups  comprising  a  total  of  235  persons.  Liaison 
was  undertaken  with  schools  and  teachers  in  the  planning  of  school  program¬ 
mes.  In  addition  to  normal  radio,  television  and  newspaper  interviewing, 
were  the  following— -three  half-hour  television  shows  arranged  through  the 
two  Edmonton  television  networks,  including  one  school  broadcast;  three 
quarter-hour  radio  features;  and  a  Sunday  afternoon  radio  broadcast  from  the 
museum  lobby. 

Indicative  of  public  response  was  the  total  attendance  of  15,416  in 
the  three  weeks  from  opening  to  year-end.  Hours  were  Monday  through  Sat¬ 
urday,  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  Sundays  and  Holidays  1 — 5  p.m.  Great  interest  and 
pleasure  was  expressed  by  visitors,  and  helpful  suggestions  were  received  for 
present  and  future  exhibits. 

Ail  museum  staff  were  involved  in  answering  public  enquiries;  lectures 
were  given  to  several  groups;  7  grants  were  made  to  societies  to  assist  in  pub¬ 
lication  of  local  histories;  3  grants  were  made  to  assist  in  marking  historic 
sites,  while  1  grant  was  made  to  assist  a  local  museum.  From  the  American 
Association  for  State  and  Local  History,  Director  R.  O.  Harrison,  received 
an  Award  of  Merit  for  the  publication  "The  Technical  Requirements  of  Small 
Museums,"  and  Certificates  of  Commendation  were  awarded  for  the  quality 
of  planning  in  the  Centennial  Museums  at  Carnrose  and  Medicine  Hat,  in 
which  the  Provincial  Museum  assisted. 

An  illustrated  booklet  describing  the  new  building,  and  its  planning 
and  development  was  written  and  was  made  available  through  the  Bookshop. 
A  leaflet  indicating  the  content  of  the  galleries  was  also  produced.  Eight  man¬ 
uscripts  on  natural  history  subjects,  leaflets  and  booklets,  were  written  and 
are  being  processed  for  publication.  Advisory  services  were  provided  to  many 
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museums  in  the  province  and  two  loan  exhibits  in  display  cases  were  provided 
for  the  Cam  rose  Museum. 

HISTORIC  SITES 

This  programme  includes  research  and  marking  of  historic  sites  in 
Alberta  and  maintenance  of  rustic  historical  signs  and  cairns.  Previously  a 
separate  Division,  this  function  has  now  been  transferred  to  the  Human  His¬ 
tory  Division. 

Major  field  project  for  the  year  was  the  continuation  of  archaeological 
excavation  work  at  the  site  of  Fort  George,  near  Elk  Point,  occupied  by  the 
North  West  Company  1792-1802.  Field  work  in  1965  and  1966  had  already 
revealed  two  buildings,  and  part  of  one  side  of  the  palisade.  Excavations  in 
1967  exposed  portions  of  at  least  three  additional  structures,  and  two  more 
sides  of  the  palisade,  along  with  two  enclosures  adjacent  to  the  latter.  One  of 
the  structures  appears  to  have  been  a  blacksmith's  shop,  since  an  abundance 
of  metal  artifacts  was  recovered.  Two  cellars  in  another  structure  yielded 
large  quantities  of  trade  items  and  domestic  goods,  such  as  silver  ornaments, 
buckles,  gun  parts  and  flints,  beads  and  tinklers  for  garments.  A  total  of 
3,200  numbered  items  was  recovered  at  Fort  George  during  the  1967  season, 
along  with  a  quantity  of  bone,  much  of  it  apparently  bison  and  beaver.  Supp¬ 
lementary  work  was  also  undertaken  on  the  Buckingham  House  site,  (Hudson's 
Bay  Company  1792-1802),  immediately  west. 

Excavation  work  was  also  undertaken  at  the  site  of  the  first  Fort  Aug- 
ustus-Fort  Edmonton.  A  series  of  parallel  floor  timbers  was  revealed  and  arti¬ 
facts  were  recovered.  Other  field  work  included  inspection  of  four  prehistoric 
sites  near  Elk  Point,  a  bison  jump  near  Huxley  and  three  other  historic  sites. 

Curatorial  work  in  cleaning,  numbering,  identification  and  accession¬ 
ing  was  well  advanced;  illustrations  of  artifacts  were  prepared;  drawings  of 
field  plans  continued;  and  field  photographs  were  organized  for  cataloguing. 
A  well  documented  collection  of  stone  implements  from  the  Drayton  Valley 
area,  including  many  projectile  points  of  early  man,  was  acquired.  Exhibit 
storylines  for  the  Fur  Trade  Gallery  were  developed  and  artifacts  and  data 
provided  for  the  exhibits. 

The  Historical  Advisory  Committee  met  once  during  the  year  to  make 
recommendations  on  site  marking.  This  Committee  included:  R.  0.  Harrison, 
Chairman;  J.  G.  MacGregor;  H.  A.  Dempsey;  Dr.  L.  G,  Thomas;  B.  Peel;  E.  P. 
Shaver;  W.  T.  Gal  liver;  E.  Bryant;  B.  A.  McCorquodale;  W.  C.  Mattie;  and  R. 
Ostashewsky.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  a  conference  of 
archaeologists  was  held  in  Banff  for  the  purpose  of  developing  better  liaison 
with  regard  to  archaeological  work  in  the  province.  The  Chairman  attended 
the  Federal-Provincial  Conference  on  Canada's  Historical  Resources  in  Tor¬ 
onto.

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PROVINCIAL  ARCHIVES 


Under  the  Provincial  Archives  Act  1966,  the  Provincial  Archives  is 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  collecting,  preserving,  arranging,  exhibiting 
and  providing  reference  services  in  the  study  of  documentary  materials  rel¬ 
evant  to  Alberta  history.  In  the  field  of  public  records,  the  Provincial  Archives 
has  a  special  role  in  the  Public  Documents  Committee  which  makes  recom¬ 
mendations  for  the  retention  and  disposal  of  records  of  all  agencies  of  the 
Provincial  Government.  In  1967  this  Committee  comprised  the  following:  Mr. 
H.  A,  Taylor,  Provincial  Archivist,  Chairman;  Mr.  J.  E.  Hart,  Q.  C.,  Deputy 
Attorney  General;  Mr.  E.  Holmgren,  Provincial  Librarian;  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Schell 
Assistant  Provincial  Auditor. 


During  the  year  the  Committee  authorized  the  destruction  of  records 
which  were  of  no  further  administrative  or  historical  value,  for  thirty-two 
Government  departments,  branches  and  boards. 


In  this  period  records  of  historical  value  from  eighteen  Government 
departments,  branches  and  boards  were  transferred  to  the  Provincial  Archives. 
Significant  transfers  included: 

Department  of  Attorney  General — inquest  files,  1910-28 
Department  of  Industry  and  Development,  Commercial  Branch — 
Crown  Corporations  files 

Department  of  Agriculture,  Accounts  Branch — records,

Department  of  Provincial  Secretary,  Fire  Commissioner — 
town  files,  general  files  and  reports,  1922-60 

The  staff  members  of  the  Provincial  Archives  have  discovered  and 
collected  papers  of  a  number  of  organizations,  businesses  and  individuals. 
In  this  period  local  histories,  pamphlets,  biographies,  clippings,  maps  and 
photographs  were  collected  as  well  as  audio-visual  materials  such  as  records 
and  tapes  of  interviews  with  individuals. 


During  1967,  seventy  individuals,  businesses  and  organizations  do¬ 
nated  manuscripts  to  the  Archives.  Some  of  the  important  donations  include:

The  collection  of  recorded  interviews  with  old  timers,  including  bush 
pilots  and  others  is  growing  steadily  and  in  special  cases  these  recordings 
have  been  supplemented  by  photographs.  Archives  staff  assisted  in  the  tape¬ 
recording  and  photographing  of  three  Indian  transferral  ceremonies.  The 
microfilm  programme  was  continued  and  included  mircofilming  records  of 
the  Diocese  of  Athabasca,  records  of  the  Barr  Colony,  and  records  of  the 
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County  of  Leduc.  A  collection  of  1,670  reels  of  microfilms  of  early  Alberta 
newspapers  was  acquired  during  the  year  and  is  now  available  for  reference. 
A  programme  of  photographing  historical  buildings  in  the  Edmonton  region 
and  other  parts  of  the  Province  was  continued.  Major  use  was  made  of  the 
Ernest  Brown,  Harry  Pollard  and  other  photographic  collections  for  Museum 
and  Archives  exhibits. 

Emphasis  during  the  year  was  on  assembling  and  arranging  of  docu¬ 
ments,  cataloguing  the  museum  and  archives  library  and  preparation  for  print¬ 
ing  the  historical  photo  collections.  Preparation  of  finding  aids  was  delayed 
until  after  moving  and  opening.  Work  was  undertaken  on  a  bibliography  of 
articles  and  publications  on  Alberta  history.  Story  themes  and  documents 
were  prepared  for  the  archives  exhibit  "Rural  Settlement  and  Agriculture." 
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PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

BRANCH 


The  celebration  of  Canada's  Centennial  in  1967  brought  additional 
responsibilities  to  the  Branch.  The  Branch  administered  the  Province's  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  Federal-Provincial  Centennial  Grants  Program  under  which 
each  senior  Government  agreed  to  contribute  $1.00  per  head  towards  the 
cost  of  projects  of  lasting  value  developed  by  local  authorities,  provided  at 
least  $1 .00  per  capita  was  contributed  from  local  funds.  424  grant  applications 
were  received  under  the  program.  The  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments 
will  each  contribute  a  maximum  of  $1,405,000  and  it  is  estimated  that  at 
least  $9,000,000  will  be  spent  by  local  authorities.  The  date  fixed  for  the 
completion  of  projects  was  December  3 1  st,  1 967,  but  agreement  has  now  been 
reached  with  the  Federal  Government  deferring  the  completion  date  until 
December  31st,  1968. 

The  Province's  project  under  the  Confederation  Memorial  Program 
was  the  construction  of  a  Museum  and  Archives  Building  in  the  grounds  of 
Government  House  in  Edmonton  at  a  cost  of  $8,500,000,  of  which  $2,500,- 
000  came  from  Federal  funds.  The  Branch  was  responsible  for  many  of  the 
arrangements  for  the  official  opening  on  December  6th  by  the  Honourable 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  Canada  and  The  Honourable  the  Premier. 

In  1967  many  additional  visitors  came  to  Canada,  attracted,  no  doubt, 
by  Centennial  events.  There  was  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  convent¬ 
ions  and  meetings  held  in  the  Province  and  the  Government  sponsored  many 
lunches  and  dinners  for  these  groups. 

Several  Heads  of  State  and  official  representatives  from  other  count¬ 
ries  visited  the  Province  during  1967  including  Her  Royal  Highness  The 
Princess  Alexandra  and  The  Honourable  Angus  Ogilvy;  the  President  of  the 
Federal  Republic  of  Germany;  Prince  and  Princess  Takamatsu  of  Japan;  and 
General  Ankran,  Head  of  State  of  the  Republic  of  Ghana. 

The  Branch  continues  to  distribute  descriptive  and  informative  liter¬ 
ature  on  the  Province  by  mail,  at  conventions  and  seminars  held  within  the 
Province,  and  at  the  Information  Counter  in  the  Legislative  Building. 

The  Government  Information  Telephone  Service  attached  to  the 
Branch  continues  to  prove  its  value  as  a  means  of  fostering  good  public  relat¬ 
ions  between  the  Government  and  the  general  public.  Constant  steps  are 
taken  to  keep  the  records  necessary  to  the  operation  of  this  telephone  service 
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accurate  and  up-to-date.  The  public  make  good  use  of  the  service — over  150 
calls  per  day  are  received. 

Guided  tours  for  visitors  to  the  Legislative  Building  are  now  available 
every  day  of  the  week  and,  as  a  result,  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  visitors  to  the  building  during  1967.  Temporary  staff  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  was  provided  during  the  summer  months  so  that  the  tours  could  take 
place  between  the  hours  of  9:00  a.m.  and  9:00  p.m.  daily.  In  1966,  36,132 
visitors  visited  the  Legislative  Building,  while  during  the  year  1967  the  num¬ 
ber  reached  56,808.  The  supervision  of  such  tours  is  looked  after  by  the 
Branch.

NATURE  OF  THE  BOARD'S  DUTIES 

The  duties  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  Alberta  include  the  collecting/ 
recording  and  collating  of  information  concerning  names  of  geographical 
features  in  Alberta.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  consultation  with  provincial 
and  federal  government  departments,  municipalities,  railway  companies  as 
well  as  other  corporate  bodies  and  individuals  concerned  with  the  selection  of 
place  names.  The  Alberta  Board  collaborates  with  the  Canadian  Permanent 
Committee  on  Geographical  Names  concerning  the  choice  of  new  geograph¬ 
ical  names,  the  elimination  of  alternate,  undesirable  and  duplicate  names  and 
the  adoption  of  desirable  changes  in  the  spelling  of  names.  The  following 
paragraph  constitutes  a  short  resume  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  pur¬ 
suance  of  these  duties  for  the  year  1967. 

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PERMANENT  COMMITTEE 
ON  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 

This  meeting  was  held  in  October  1967  in  Fredricton,  N.B.  and  the 
Secretary  attended.  Among  items  discussed  was  the  investigation  of  the  matter 
of  jurisdiction  of  marine  body  water  and  islands  adjacent  to  Quebec.  It  was 
also  agreed  that  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  would  submit  a  statement  to 
selected  mining  publications  regarding  the  work  of  the  Canadian  Permanent 
Committee  on  Geographical  Names  and  the  Principles  in  naming  geograph¬ 
ical  features,  it  was  further  agreed  that  the  communication  media  should  be 
informed  that  statutory  names  would  not  be  translated.  The  choice  of  a 
feature  to  commemorate  the  late  General  A.  G.  L.  McNaughton  was  to  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Saskatchewan  member.  The  chairman  also  noted  that 
the  Geographical  Branch  in  Ottawa  was  to  be  disbanded  and  would  now  become 
part  of  the  Surveys  and  Mapping  Branch.  The  1968  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Permanent  Committee  is  to  be  held  in  Edmonton. 

THE  UNITED  NATIONS  CONFERENCE  ON  STANDARDIZATION 
OF  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 

The  Secretary  attended  this  conference  in  Geneva,  Switzerland  as  a 
Canadian  delegate,  the  other  delegates  coming  from  Ottawa  and  Quebec. 
The  conference  studied  for  three  weeks  the  standardization  of  geographical 
names  throughout  the  world  and  in  summary  its  deliberations  dealt  with  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent  United  Nations  commission  on  geographical 
names,  the  automatic  data  processing  of  geographical  names,  national  stand¬ 
ardization  of  names,  national  names  authorities,  collection  of  geographical 
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names,  work  in  multi-lingual  areas  and  exchange  information  and  bibliography 
as  well  as  technical  assistance.  The  Conference  was  attended  by  delegates 
from  over  60  countries  and  much  useful  information  was  obtained. 

NEW  PLACE  NAMES 

Over  the  past  year  there  have  not  been  any  really  outstanding  place 
names  in  Alberta  except  Big  Chief  Lake  located  in  Township  72  Range  1  1 
West  of  the  4th  Meridian  and  Lake  Vandersteen  located  in  Township  87 
&  88  Range  3  West  of  the  5th  Meridian.  The  former  has  been  named  after 
Solomon  Cardinal  a  war  casualty  who  lived  in  the  area  concerned  while  the 
second  one  is  named  after  the  Rev.  Roger  Vandersteen,  O.M.I.  for  many 
years  a  missionary  among  the  Indians  not  far  from  Grouard. 

THE  GAZETTEER  OF  ALBERTA 

It  is  hoped  that  similar  supplements  to  the  Gazetteer  will  be  prepared 
and  published  to  cover  the  year  1967  although  much  of  this  work  is  now  done 
by  The  Department  of  Energy,  Mines  and  Resources  in  Ottawa  and  the  sup¬ 
plements  are  issued  in  half  yearly  installments;  these  supplements  cover  all 
of  Canada.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Surveys  Branch  of  the  Department 
of  Highways  for  preparing  supplements  in  the  past  and  for  their  aid  in  check¬ 
ing  the  names  on  maps  particularly  Mr.  W.  Bogdan,  Cartographer.
